Sw# 1EY. This new class of English independent broadcasters has advertised 
for applicants to run stations at Swansea and Tyneside (Newcastle); franchises 
for IBA stations such as Birmingham Broadcasting, Manchester Independent 
Radio (the managing Director is Philip Birch, formerly with the Radio London 
pirate operation), and Radio Clyde are expected to be in operation by the end
